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COUNTY BUILDING 

Residents will have 
their say on new 
County building

County Council approved a decision at a special meeting last 
week to put the question of a new administration building to the 
people. 

In a 5-1 vote, Council approved to put the issue to a referen¬ 
dum and further decided on the question that will be asked. 

The question will be same that County ratepayers have been 
signing under on a petition that has been circulating through 
the County. The petition will be presented to Council on Sept. 26 
during their regular meeting. 

"Should Mountain View County proceed with construction of 
a new administration building?" is the question that County resi¬ 
dents will have the opportunity to answer at the polls in October. 

Because the County made the decision themselves to go ahead 
with putting the question to the people the results of the ballot 
will not be binding towards a final Council decision. Many Coun¬ 
cillors though felt that strong public pressure will influence the 
next Council to make the appropriate decision. 

It was revealed by Councillor Dave Derksen, when County 
was debating whether they should approve a question before ap¬ 
proving a vote or vice versa, that Councillors had spent time at a 
work shop debating the issue and that Council had already come 
to a consensus on the issue of the plebiscite. 

"Council was together last week and had come to a consensus. 
What happened to that consensus?" he asked. "We did decide as a 
group that we would take this to a ballot." 

Several references were made to the petition that will be pre¬ 
sented to Council today (Sept. 26) were made at the meeting and 
it was the public pressure that forced Council to re-examine the 
issue. 

"County Council called this special meeting so that the neces¬ 
sary advertising deadlines could be met in the event that this 
issue is to be put on the ballot at the upcoming municipal elec¬ 
tion," stated a press release that was run in local newspapers by 
the County last week. 

"Information will be provided to the public regarding the ad¬ 
ministration building issue prior to the municipal election." 

According to the press release it was the Reeve Ian Harvie 
who made the decision to go ahead with the special meeting. 

Now the next step will be to get information out to those who 
will vote on the question. 

"I guess the concern I have is that the general public does not 
have the same information we have," said Harvie who suggested 
efforts such as a mail-out to all County ratepayers outlining the 
County's point of view. "I don't believe the general public has the 
information the County does."

Local travel agency affected by New York events 

Situation may mirror what happened during the Desert Storm campaign, says local travel agent

Less than a week after the 
terrorists hit New York and 
Washington and crashed a 
plane near Philadelphia, the 
various carriers in the airline 
industry were asking their re¬ 
spective governments to bail 
them out. 

The attacks and the reper¬ 
cussions are going to affect the 
travel industry and that means 
that local agencies like Aurora 
travel may face a slowdown in 
business. 

Myrna Watt said the situa¬ 
tion has already affected her 
business as she ended up hav¬ 
ing clients stuck in other cities 
when air travel in North 
America ceased for two days. 

She was busy on the phone 
trying to make arrangements 
to get clients home as soon as 
she possibly could. The last of

those stranded in other cities 
arrived back last Wednesday. 

"Thankfully we didn't have 
too many that were stranded 
and we finally got them all 
home," said Watt. "It's some¬ 
thing that really impacted their 
lives and it made our work a 
little harder. 

"People were stranded. They 
were trying to get on a flight 
that was booked over-capacity 
by 400 percent. But they dealt 


with it." 

By calling the airlines. Watt 
said she was able to book space 
for customers when planes took 
off. But when the airplanes 
were grounded she said there 
wasn't much anyone could do. 

Meanwhile, with the uncer¬ 
tainty of what happens next in 
the United States' Infinite Jus¬ 
tice campaign, Watt believes her 
industry will face a slowdown 
much in the same way things

IVILA says USA terrorist situation 
will impact Alberta economy

The repercussions of the 
New York tragedy may also 
include the provinces financial 
picture local MLA Richard 
Marz told Didsbury Town 
Council last week. 

After stating that Alberta 
was not going to have a record 
surplus year, like the previous 
three, he said the province 
could be further impacted either 
positively or negatively. 

"The 11th of September cre¬ 
ated uncertainty and we don’t 
know how that will affect Al¬ 
berta,” he said. 

"Depending on the actions or 
reactions it could have positive 
or negative affects (on the 
economy). 

"What happens tomorrow or 
the next day - we don't know. 
But this is likely to be a long 
term thing. It's certainly a trag¬ 
edy that has affected the whole 
world." 

And it could have economic 
repercussions on Didsbury as 
well. If the province has less 
money then opportunities for 
provincial grants and one-time 
funding also fade away. 

And that is something Marz 
told Council about the eco¬ 
nomic showdown that was an¬ 
nounced by the province before 
the terrorist attacks hit the 
eastern United States. 


He said that there would be 
less spending on the part of the 
provincial government, espe¬ 
cially in relation to the last two 
years. 

On another note. Marz said 
the province has a disaster 
services plan in place and re¬ 


minded Town Council that they 
are indeed part of it. He said 
the plan was implemented in 
the Pine Lake disaster but 
stated that event didn’t have 
near the devastation the New 
York and Washington situa¬ 
tions have experienced. 
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slowed down during the Desert 
Storm campaign in the early 
90's. 

During that situation, Watt 
estimates that her business fell 
by about 25 per cent. She ex¬ 
pects this situation will mirror 
what happened in the past. 

Currently she said people 
that have holidays booked are 
still planning on going ahead 
with their vacations. She be¬ 
lieves the number of new book¬ 
ings will drop now. 

"In my opinion, there is go¬ 
ing to be an impact. During the

"It lasted for three or four 
months before people got back 
to semi-normality. I think that 
is going to happen again." 

Watt believes the industry 
will rebound when the uncer¬ 
tainty is over. 

"People will carry on. Trag¬ 
edy will stop some things for a 
while but after a while we all 
have to get back to normal.” 

Watt also said those who 
may be anxious about flying for 
a vacation may want to look at 
the cruiseship option.

Quantz wants to see 
teamwork continue

It has been teamwork that has cre¬ 
ated positive change among Didsburians 
over the last three years, and if Gordon 
Quantz is elected as mayor he wants to 
see that teamwork continue. 

Quantz said the Council over the past 
three years has worked together as a 
team and has enjoyed the direction the 
Town has moved in. He said it would be 
beneficial if the course remained the 
same and that he would like to be on 
the next team, which will have some new 
faces on it. 

“It was sort of an agreement Ray and 
I made a couple of years ago,” said 
Quantz, answering a question about 
why we wants to run as mayor. “He 
indicated that he would like to see a 
change and said he would step down if I 
were to run in his place. I think we have 
had a beneficial council and I would like 
to remain as part of the team.” 

Quantz said more communication is 
involved in the duties of being mayor 
and said he would be interested in tak¬ 
ing on those challenges. 

As a council there will be other chal¬ 
lenges to address as well. Quantz said 
that filling Didsbury’s industrial parks 
would be one of the challenges as well 
as making sure businesses are able to 
thrive in a town that is supportive of 
them. 

Quantz said he has talked to many 
businesses over the past couple of years 
and has received several suggestions on 
the route Didsbury should take in the 
future. 

It is also important to put downward 
pressure on taxes - both commercial and 
residential, said Quantz. 

Filling the industrial lots would be 
the next step on one of the most signifi¬ 
cant thing the current council has ac¬ 
complished, according to Quantz. He 
said purchasing industrial land and set¬ 
ting up guidelines that make it a self- 
supporting process, and not a responsi¬ 
bility of the Town, was one of the lega¬ 
cies the current Council will leave be¬ 
hind. 

“The Town is not trying to turn a 
profit, but we need to stimulate indus¬ 
try and the tax base. This was probably 
our shining accomplishment.” 

Another accomplishment of the cur¬ 
rent Council, according to Quantz are

the steps that have been taken to en¬ 
courage cooperation with Mountain 
View County. The two local govern¬ 
ments are having on-going talks, with 
an Alberta government facilitator, about 
how they can share resources to become 
more efficient for their respective tax¬ 
payers. 

“I think there is great potential 
there,” said Quantz who has been told 
that this is the first time two munici¬ 
palities have entered into talks that 
were not the result of a conflict between 
them. 

And Quantz wants to create effective 
communication between the Town and 
the ratepayers. He said that it takes a 
lot of time putting out fires caused by a 
lack of communication. 

Quantz has an ambitious goal while 
on the campaign trail. We would like to 
talk to every resident in Town before 
the vote is held on October 15. He has 
been going door to door and has cre¬ 
ated pamphlets and signage to get his 
messages out. In addition to selling the 
merits of his credentials and direction, 
Quantz is encouraging people to vote, 
especially in the aftermath of what has 
happened in the United States. He said 
people need to affirm their democratic 
roots and need to make time to get in¬ 
volved in the voting process. He recog¬ 
nizes the race for mayor is without any 
major issues but hopes that the percent¬ 
age of people who vote can be raised a 
couple of notches. 


Dorothy Moore offers a

Dorothy Moore is offering a perspec¬ 
tive to Didsbury voters when they go to 
the polls in October to elect a new 
mayor. 

She isn't sure if there are key issues 
in the upcoming elections as much as it 
is an opportunity to establish a mind 
frame for local government. 

"It's not so much about what I want 
to change its more about the perspec¬ 
tive I demonstrated while on Council. 
That's best summed up the way corpo¬ 
rations state there goal is to enhance 
shareholders value. The residents of 
Didsbury are the shareholders," said 
Moore. 

"With that percpective it is easy to 
deal with any issue as to what is the 
best decision." 

Moore said with that in mind, any¬ 
thing the Town spends money on should 
be spent as effective as possible. 

"I have been a councillor before and I 
feel that I have the skills that would 
benefit the Town," said Moore, adding 
that she feels items like marketing and 
financial marketing have become major 
components in local government. 

Moore was a Councillor for Didsbury 
Town Council during the 1995 - 98 term. 
Currently she is an office manager for 
Reimer International - a local company, 
and is the Vice-president of the Moun¬ 
tain View Credit Union Board. She has 
chaired the Didsbury and District Hos¬ 
pital Task Force. 

While she was in University she was 
on the Student Council. Despite her 
background she doesn't consider herself 
to being a political person. 

"I have always looked at it as seeing 
a need and being able to fill it," said 
Moore adding that she doesn't look at 
her opportunity to be mayor in a differ¬ 
ent light than that. 

According to Moore economic times 
could be tough for the Country, the 
Province and the Town during the com¬ 
ing term. 

"The events of the past two weeks are 
destined to shape this first decade of the 
twenty-first century in ways we can only 
imagine,” she said. "The world-wide eco¬ 
nomic slowdown was already poised to 
filter down through levels of govern¬ 
ment to our special hometown of 
Didsbury. It is essential that our mu-

nicipal government adopt fiscal policies 
that will further the economic health of 
our community and be suited to the age 
in which we are and will be living. It is 
a time for courage and effective man¬ 
agement within the limits of our means." 

Moore said there are new challenges 
ahead of the Town but with right direc¬ 
tion, those problems can be solved. 

"We cannot foresee what may lie 
ahead, but problems can be solved when 
differing outlooks and opinions are co¬ 
ordinated into a sensible plan of action. 
Didsbury has a wealth of people with 
skill and experience, and a history of 
coordinated effort for the betterment of 
the community." 

So far Moore has been campaigning 
during the weekends and the evenings. 
She said she has run into old friends 
that she hasn't seen in years and has 
been enjoying the opportunity to get to 
know the new faces she sees in Dids¬ 
bury. 

"I'm not looking to do a real splashy 
campaign. It's the personal contact that 
I have always liked."

Local businessman seeks health authority seat

Grant Hemming is hoping that by 
being elected to the Health Authority 
5 Board, Didsbury will have a say in 
how healthcare is delivered in the area. 

The local businessman has thrown 
his hat into the ring and is up against 
Joy Eriksson Parisien from Cremona 
for a seat on the local board. 

Hemming said a few years ago the 
Town came together to save the hospi¬ 
tal. Local people made it obvious they 
were interested in keeping the hospi¬ 
tal around then and Hemming is hop¬ 


ing they still care now. 

With the recent announcement by the 
Alberta government that health care 
delivery needs to be evaluated, Hem¬ 
ming believes nothing should be taken 
for granted and if the Hospital issue ever 
arises again it would be an advantage 
to have local representation on the 
board. 

Already appointed to the board is lo¬ 
cal businessman Jim Turner. 

"During the last day or two Mar has 
made comments about cost and it is only 
reasonable to believe the question will 
arise," said Hemming. 

"The (people of Didsbury) demon¬ 


strated that they wanted a say in the 
process. If they want local representa¬ 
tion, hopefully they will turn out and 
vote. They said they wanted a say in 
the hospital at the public level. This is 
their opportunity." 

This is the first time some members 
of the health authorities throughout the 
province have been elected. 

Three members of the HA5 board will 
be appointed by the provincial govern¬ 
ment and six will go through the elec¬ 
tion process. 

"I think it is excellent that Ralph 
Klein is allowing interested parties to 
represent people on the health boards. 


It is a positive step." 

Eriksson Parisien said she too will 
fight to keep local hospitals as they are 
an important part of rural communi¬ 
ties and that everyone should have 
access to healthcare. 

“I feel it is really important to keep 
the local hospitals open,” she said add¬ 
ing that emergencies can happen any¬ 
where and proximity is important. 

Eriksson Parisien said that she was 
user of healthcare in the past and feels 
that by running she will be giving back 
to the system. She said people have a 
right to healthcare hut there is a re¬ 
sponsibility to give back to it.

Alberta's heritage of direct democracy 


This fall, MLAs will have an opportunity to 
build on Alberta's heritage of direct democracy 
by voting in favour of the Citizens' Initiative Act. 
This Act would increase accountability and im¬ 
prove democracy by giving Albertans the right 
to propose legislation on the issue of their choice, 
and have it voted on in a province-wide referen¬ 
dum. The referendum would take place at the 
same time as the provincial election, or prov¬ 
ince-wide municipal elections. 

Alberta falls within a rich Canadian tradition 
of holding referendums on issues: military con¬ 
scription, public health insurance, direct democ¬ 
racy legislation, prohibition, constitutional 
change, and giving women the right to vote. In 
addition to hundreds of municipal referendums 
held in towns and cities across Canada, there 
have been over 60 referendums at the federal 
and provincial levels since 1878. 

From 1913 to 1958, Alberta had a Direct Leg¬ 
islation Act, by which 20% of the voters could 
petition the Legislature to pass a proposed law. 
The Legislature had to enact the proposed law, 
or submit it to voters in a binding referendum. 

In 1948. Albertans voted 50.03% in favour of 
"the generation and distribution of electricity 
being continued by the Power Companies as at 
present," and 49.97% in favour of "the genera¬ 
tion and distribution of electricity being made a 
publicly owned utility administered by the Al¬ 
berta Government Power Commission.” Ernest 
Manning's Social Credit party favoured private 
ownership, but promised to honour the results 
of the referendum, which was held the same day 
as the provincial election. Albertans chose to re¬ 
elect Social Credit, and also had the option of 
voting for or against nationalizing electricity. 

Albertans voted 51% against switching to day¬ 


light savings time in 1967, and 61% infavour in 
1971. These two referendums were also held in 
conjunction with provincial elections, allowing 
Albertans to vote for the candidates and parties 
of their choice, and also have a direct say on a 
matter of concern. 

In 1992 Albertans, along with other Canadi¬ 
ans, voted on the constitutional changes pro¬ 
posed in the Charlottetown Accord. 

Some politicians oppose citizens having the 
right to initiate and vote in referendums. They 
say "we have a referendum every four years: it's 
called an election." It's true that an election is a 
"referendum" on whether the Government Party 
should stay in power or be replaced by the Op¬ 
position Party. But with dozens of different is¬ 
sues crying out for attention during the elec¬ 
tion, voters have no opportunity to express an 
opinion on a specific issue. Regardless of whether 
you vote for a Government or Opposition candi¬ 
date, you do not have the final say on any issue. 
When politicians ignore voter concerns on an 
issue, that particular issue will be drowned out 
in the election, because the election will be 
focussed on which Party will govern the prov¬ 
ince in the next four years. 

The beauty of citizens' initiative is that tax¬ 
payers get the right to have a direct say on spe¬ 
cific issues of their choice - something which elec¬ 
tions do not give voters. 

Legislation similar to the Citizens' Initiative 
Act was defeated in 1996 by the votes of just five 
MLAs. Whether or not it becomes law this fall 
will depend on Albertans telling their MLAs to 
vote in favour of this Act.

mountain climber, I’ve been in several difficult (& dan¬ 
gerous) positions on a mountain. 

Yet to have yielded to 
the fear could’ve meant death. I had to resist the “feel¬ 
ings” and go with my head...and in so doing, was able

Dear Family and friends. 

On the news after the World Trade Towers col¬ 
lapsed they kept talking about how Americans were 
no longer going to feel safe in their own country. 

That’s the way it is here also. There have been 
problems in other parts of Nigeria but the feeling 
was that it would never happen in Jos. Jos and 
Plateau State are the “Home of Peace and Tour¬ 
ism". We always laughed about the Tourism part 
of the motto but never really questioned the Peace 
part. Jos was always the safest place to be in Ni¬ 
geria. That idea has been shattered for us and for 
the whole country. Tensions are high in many parts 
of Nigeria as a result of what happened in Jos. For 
those of us who are Americans it was a double 
whammy. Home (the US) was no longer safe either. 
When we are frustrated with things in Nigeria we 
remind ourselves that we can go home for furlough 
to a safe place - not any more. Add to that the fact 
that while we were going through our own crisis 
and thinking about having to evacuate, the US 
closed its airports so even if we had to leave here 
we couldn’t go home. 

Two ways we really saw the Lord’s hand over us 
in Jos were that we had electricity the whole time 
during the rioting and the telephones worked well 
the whole time. We got phone calls from other parts 
of Nigeria and from the US. E-mail continued to 


to overcome the immediate difficulty and find my route 
to the top! 

We now face a similar situation.to be influenced 

by fear/terror..or to use our heads and move for¬ 

ward. May I ask you a question? 

How many of your friends or family members have 
been killed over the past 40 years to hi-jackers, ter¬ 
rorism, murders, etc.? 

How many of your friends or family members have 
been killed over the past 40 years in car accidents, 
cancer, heart, etc.? 

I know you’ll agree that we have all lost many of 
our loved ones to the latter. It’s not a question of 

“dying”.that’s a fact of life.it’s just a question of 

“when”. 

As a Christian, I’ve settled that issue and am ready. 
There is an old hymn that I love to sing....you may 

have heard it. “I don’t know about tomorrow, I 

just live from day to day. I don’t borrow from it’s sun¬ 
shine, for its skies may turn to gray. I don’t worry 
over the future for I know what Jesus said and today 
I’ll walk beside Him for He knows what lies ahead. 

“Many things about tomorrow I don’t seem to un¬ 
derstand, but I know who holds tomorrow and I know

work so we had contact with many people and knew 
that many people were praying—very encouraging. 

We saw again how our security was not in govern¬ 
ments or military but in the Lord. 

Things have been fairly quiet, though we still 
hear a few gunshots during the night. There was a 
rumor yesterday that there might be more trouble 
after mosque so we closed school early and sent 
the kids home at lunch time. That was quite an 
ordeal, trying to call parents. We found out that 
our list of emergency numbers is not correct. Dan 
spent time trying to call families that no longer 
have their kids in school at Hillcrest. A lot of the 
numbers we did have are no longer correct, but 
given all the problems the last kids were gone from 
the school within an hour. There are definitely some 
procedures that need to be ironed out soon - in case 
of future unrest. 

Today seems to be the first day that people have 
been allowed to collect the dead and bury them. 
Since we don’t have funeral homes bodies are kept 
at the hospital until burial. We live across the road 
from the Plateau Hospital. There are traffic jams 
on every road leading to the hospital, which is not 
very comforting for those living nearby since in the 
past there has been violence when bodies are re¬ 
moved for burial. It seems to bring all the anger to 
the surface again and then people look for ways to

Man wouldn't stay out of 
the bar 

A Bowden man who refused 
to stay out of the bar, despite 
a court order that he not drink 
any alcohol, has been fined. 

Brian Jones pleaded guilty 
in Didsbury provincial court 
on Wednesday to two charges 
of failing to comply with a 
court order. 

The accused was found in a 
Bowden licensed premises on 
July 21 and July 28, court 
heard. 

His actions were in viola¬ 
tion of an earlier court order 
imposed after Jones was con¬ 
victed of uttering threats in 
September 2000. 

"Are you a complete alco¬ 
holic?" Judge Clozza asked the 
accuse. 

"No, sir," Jones replied. 

"You should be going to jail," 
the judge said. 

Jones was fined $250 on 
each of the two counts.

"He said, ‘We can’t react like 
the member from Wild Rose who 
would like to jump on his horse 
and get his posse and stamp 
them out.’ 

"I was so mad,” said 
Thompson. “I called for a broth¬ 


erhood of politicians, but noth¬ 
ing has been done.” 
Thompson reported that our 
military and protection services 
are at such a depleted state the 
government would need real 
dedication to make a difference. 
’’The military has been depleted 
from 95,000 in 1993 to 50,000 
today. The U.S.A. called in 
their military reserves which is 
more than our whole army. 

"We don’t have experienced 
pilots anymore to fly the re¬ 
maining planes we have; new 
helicopters were cancelled 
when the Liberals took power 
and the ones we have left are 
failing. 

“We are in terrible need.” 

People need to phone the 
Prime Minister’s office to de¬ 
mand that security becomes a 
higher priority with this gov¬ 
ernment, said Thompson.

Town CAO compensated 
for paving job

Didsbury Town Council carried a motion last week to pay Dids- 
bury s CAO Evan Parliament $2,327 from the 2002 budget for the 
Town of Didsbury's portion of the approach to his property. 

Parliament made a request at the Sept. 12, 2001 meeting of the 
Operational Services Committee meeting for the Town to pay for 
the portion of the approach to his property that falls on Town of 
Didsbury land. Town Council followed that lead and approved 
the reimbursement in a 4-2 vote. 

Councillors debated the issue for more than half an hour be¬ 
fore approving the move. Some Councillors were concerned this 
might set a precedent down the road for other compensation. 

"This is a difficult issue because we are dealing with it after 
the fact," said Councillor Peter Versluys, adding that he would 
have liked to have seen the Operational Services Committee min¬ 
utes from the most recent meeting included in the meetings agenda. 

The paving job took place three weeks before the meeting. Par¬ 
liament maintained that what he was asking for was consistent 
with what his neighbours received. 

"This is not a request to get Mr. Parliament's driveway paved. 
It's an approach off the highway to a property line. 

"I am just asking for what my neighbours have received." 

Approaches are usually paved in these situations to deal with 
the elevation change off of a highway.

The base he serves is a training base and would be one of the 
last bases in the United States that would be sent to the Middle 
East. 

Still things have changed where Spreeman works. The base is 
currently on the second highest alert, ThreatCon Charlie, which 
means there is strict procedure of entering and exiting the base. 
Vehicles cannot be parked within 300 feet of buildings and rou¬ 
tine checks are done on the base. 

Spreeman said the immediate response from soldiers on the 
base was one of anger. Like the surge of people who enlisted after 
the attack took place, some were anxious for duty immediately 
after the attacks. 

“People were pretty pissed off,” said Spreeman from his home 
on the Seymour Johnson base. “People wanted to go over right 
away and start bombing. 

“Emotions were high, but now they are more at a standstill. 
People are waiting to see what will happen now.” 

Soon after the attacks, Spreeman and the rest of the personnel 
on the base were told to get their things in order. That included 
the writing of wills and power of attorney. Those who had put 
their name on a list to voluntarily be activated first were told to 
pack a bag. Spreeman’s name is not on the list to be the first one 
over, but he is currently getting everything he needs to organ¬ 
ized. 

Spreeman said if he does end up being activated he would ap¬ 
proach it as part of his job. 

He said he signed the piece of paper in the beginning and he 
would honour his commitment. 

His duty would be likely the same as his role on the base he is 
currently at which deals with the maintenance of the aircraft 
and the loading of ammunition on the planes. 

“There really isn’t any sense in getting worked up about it 
because they haven’t activated me yet,” said Spreeman who was 
recently married this summer. 

“There really isn’t any point in getting into a panic, but I am 
ready to go if they need me.” 

Lauren Spreeman was nervous after the attacks and was wor¬ 
ried her new husband was going to war after the World Trade 
Centre and the Pentagon were attacked. Her fears have been calmed 
somewhat now that she has more information on the role 
Spreeman would play at the beginning of a conflict. 

Like people have been locally, Spreeman has been following 
the daily developments and believes that US president George 
Bush has done a good job in the wake of the disaster. He said he 
is glad time is being taken to find out who is responsible and that 
he is sure the US will get the right people. 

While things have changed on the base, so too have things in 
the Goldsboro area. 

Spreeman said he had always noticed that Americans were 
proud of their country but even more so in the aftermath of the 
terrorist attacks. 

He said he sees more American flags on the streets and that 
radio stations have played a role in getting everyone hyped about 
what happens next. The oldies station has been constantly play¬ 
ing old war songs. 

"It’s amazing, not at all like home. Patriotism has been bred 
into everyone since they were little kids.”

I didn’t want to go at all. ’It’s not absolutely vital that I 
be there," I told Ralph, "I can email my reports and they 
will send me the minutes." We listened to news and road 
reports, "two to three hour waits at Border Crossings, to¬ 
tal searches on both US and Canadian sides." I emailed my 
reports. 

By Wednesday evening it was taking only half an hour 
to clear Customs, we had already paid the $148.00 extra 
Blue Cross coverage, the weather was good, cows in a com¬ 
bined field so they wouldn't need feeding. We decided we 
had better go. 

I had packed a black briefcase and a canvas bag with 
policy manuals, minute books and an album of pictures. I 
had my big purse, a book I was reading, some shirts on 
hangers and a suitcase for both of us. All these things were 
assembled near the kitchen door. Our son Mark was com¬ 
ing out from Calgary to check things and Ralph called him 
to say that we were actually going. "Don't take anything 
you don't need," Mark suggested, "make it easy for them at 
the border. " 

"I've taken out the black bag and your books," Ralph told 
me. He was referring to the black nylon bag of emergency 
supplies and the box of At the Kitchen Table books that we 
always carry in the Blazer. I heard him, I knew what he 
was talking about but somehow I translated "black bag and 
your books" taken out of the Blazer to "black briefcase and 
bag of books," taken out to the Blazer. We were just enter¬ 
ing the Crows Nest Pass when I decided I should refresh 
my memory of the minutes. I looked into the back seat but 
it seemed pretty bare back there. I turned to Ralph, "you 
did put in my briefcase?" "No." "No?" "No." Each no got a 
little louder. "It s too late to go back," he warned me and I 
fought down an urge to throw up. 

Well I had emailed my reports thank goodness, and the 
Board Secretary is a good friend whom I was sure would 
make me a survival kit, minutes, agenda, committee ap¬ 
pointments etc. I guessed I would survive. An hour later I 
was feeling much better when I suddenly realized that the 
letter regarding Hotel Reservations was in my briefcase. 
"Dear Heaven Ralph, " I whimpered, " 1 have no idea where 
we are going." We looked at each other in dismay. "It had 
the word Inn in it," I said weakly. 

Missoula has about 30 Hotels and Motels that have "Inn" 
in their titles. We stopped at one of the first ones and bor¬ 
rowed a phone book, phone and map. The Board president 
was at home and gave us directions to his house, the Motel 
and Conference Center. My reports had come through un¬ 
scathed and the Secretary made me a fine survival kit. It 
was kind of restful really, when everyone else was scrab¬ 
bling through mounds of paper looking for policy proce¬ 
dures and membership lists I knew I didn't have any so I 
waited until my neighbor found hers and then read over 
her shoulder. I may never take my briefcase again. 

We passed through Customs fairly quickly both coming 
and going. We needed our passports, had to get out of the 
car and they opened our suitcase hut didn't unpack any¬ 
thing. There was a sniffer dog and the usual questions, 
officials were not rude but they were not friendly and re¬ 
laxed either. It's a tense and terrible time and the World is 
changed forever but try to maintain some faith and hope, 
don't give in to hate and despair because then the terror¬ 
ists will have won. Send a nice note to your American 
cousin, give your kid an extra hug and if you have any 
Muslim friends remember they are as sick about this as 
you are and could probably use a word of reassurance.

New support group helps ease the pain of divorce

Few may understand 
the pain associated with 
a divorce or separation 
- the hurt it causes not 
only a husband or wife, 
but also children, ex¬ 
tended family and 
friends. 

Experiencing divorce 
can be one of the most 
difficult circumstances 
to have to go through 
and is usually done in 
isolation. 

That’s where 

DivorceCare can help. 

DivorceCare is a non- 
denominational series of 
support groups and 
seminars that teaches 
affected individuals how 
to deal with the pain of 


the past and to look for¬ 
ward to rebuilding their 
future. 

It is being offered at 
the old Zion Evangelical 
Church building (now 
known as “Home Based 
Books”) beginning Oc¬ 
tober 20th and continu¬ 
ing every First, third and 
fifth Saturday each 
month. 

Organizer Arnie We¬ 
ber anticipates the 
group will Fill a void pre¬ 
viously untouched in 
the community. 

“Sometimes in spite 
of our best intentions, 
marriages do dissolve. 
There are many people 
that have experienced 
the hurt of separation 
and divorce who end up 


in a lonely, isolated 
place without knowing 
how to cope with what 
is happening to them.” 

Weber First became in¬ 
volved with DivorceCare 
during his tenure in 
northern Alberta where 
he recently pastored. 

“We felt that there 
was a need for this in 
that community too and 
became aware of the ma¬ 
terials that were avail¬ 
able to us through the 
DivorceCare program. 
As it turns out, it was 
very well received,” says 
Weber. 

Since then, Weber 
has moved to Didsbury 
and commutes to 
Calgary where he is cur¬ 
rently undertaking his

Masters in Arts and Bib¬ 
lical Counseling at the 
Providence Theological 
Seminary, “...one of the 
course requirements 
was to be involved with 
a support group. Since 
I have successfully run 
a support group on di¬ 
vorce in the past, and 
since there was a need 
for this kind of service 
in Didsbury, I decided to 
make DivorceCare the 
focus of my work.” 


Each session of the 
DivorceCare program 
involves a half-hour 
video on topics relating 
to divorce along with 
ample time for interac¬ 
tion with a small sup¬ 
port group of people who 
are also experiencing the 
ramiFications of divorce. 
“This offers people the 
opportunity for discus¬ 
sion, information and 
encouragement,” Weber 
explains. “...It provides 


a context for them to 
begin rebuilding their 
lives.” 

While admission to 
DivorceCare is free, do¬ 
nations are being ac¬ 
cepted to help cover the 
cost of materials and fa¬ 
cility rental. 

“Pre-registration 
isn’t necessary, but it 
would be helpful for us 
to know approximately 
how many people plan on 
attending,” says Weber. 

"Late registrations 
will be accepted.” Any¬

QUESTION: I have been teaching school for 30 years 
and I am noticing a significant change in the health of 
my children. More of them are overweight, and they just 
don’t get enough exercise. I wonder if my observation is 
accurate, and if so, what is causing it. 

DR. DOBSON: You are absolutely correct. A recent 
medical study conducted at Columbia Children's Hospi¬ 
tal in Ohio has confirmed that today’s children are heavier 
and have significantly higher cholesterol and triglycer¬ 
ide levels than kids did even 15 years ago. 

One of the researchers, Dr. Hugh Allens, said, “Un¬ 
less these trends change, 30 million of the 80 million chil¬ 
dren alive today in the United States will eventually die 
of heart disease. ... Kids need to turn off the TV, get off 
the couch and stop the nincompooping of America.” The 
problem is that high-fat junk food has replaced good nu¬ 
trition. And even when healthy foods are consumed, kids 
are not exercising the calories off. 

Between television, carpools, computer games and hang¬ 
ing out at the pizza parlor, kids just don’t run and jump 
like they used to. So Mom and Dad should find “active” 
activities to do together with kids, such as walking, bicy¬ 
cling, playing catch or hiking. They can also get their 
children involved in community or school sports pro¬ 
grams, ranging from softball to soccer. Children are busy 
forming habits for a lifetime, so eating right and exercis¬ 
ing every day will contribute to greater health in the fu¬ 
ture. 

QUESTION: T he children in our neighborhood are 
bratty with one another and disrespectful with adults. 
This upsets me, but I don’t know what to do about it. I 
don’t have a right to discipline the children of my 
neighbors, so they get away with murder. How can I deal 
with this? 

DR. DOBSON: Parents in a neighborhood need to learn 
to talk to each other about their kids — although that is 
difficult to do. 

There is no quicker way to anger one mother than for 
another woman to criticize her precious cub. It is a deli¬ 
cate subject, indeed. That’s why the typical neighborhood 
is like yours, providing little feedback to parents in re¬ 
gard to the behavior of their children. The kids know 
there are no lines of communication between adults and 
take advantage of the barrier. 

What each block needs is a mother who has the cour¬ 
age to say to her neighbors: “I want to be told what my 
child does when she is beyond her own yard. If she is a 
brat with other children, I would like to know it. If she is 
disrespectful with adults, please mention it to me. I will 
not consider it tattling and won’t resent your coming to 
me. I hope I can share my insights regarding your chil¬ 
dren, too. 

None of our kids is perfect, and we’ll know better how 
to teach them if we can talk openly to each other as adults.” 
Until this openness exists between parents living nearby, 
the children will create and live by their own rules in the 
neighborhood. 

QUESTION: As a single mother, I’d like to leave my 
children with friends or relatives for a few days and get 
some time for myself, but I’m worried about how this 
might affect them. Will they feel deserted? 

DR. DOBSON: A brief time away from your children 
is not likely to be hurtful — and it will probably be healthy 
for them, too. 

One of the special risks faced by single parents is the 
possibility of a dependency relationship developing that 
will trap their children at an immature stage. This dan¬ 
ger is increased when wounded people cling to each other 
exclusively for support in stressful times. 

Spending a reasonable amount of time apart can teach 
independence and give everyone a little relief from the 
routine. 

Therefore, if you have a clean, safe place to leave your 
children for a week or two, by all means, do it. You’ll be 
more refreshed and better able to handle your usual 
“homework” when you return.

First quarter shows 
the value ot the 
Heritage Fund 

Heritage Fund has been a source ot 
provincial pride for Alberta. 

Everyone knows that our province has the Alberta Herit¬ 
age Savings and Trust Fund, it has been a source of provin¬ 
cial pride. 

But do we really know much about it? Alberta’s Revenue 
Minister, the Honourable Greg Melchin announced first quar¬ 
ter results for the Fund on August 28, 2001 and the results 
are a reminder of just how valuable an investment this Fund 
has been for our province. 

The Heritage Fund was started in 1976 with $620 million 
of oil and gas royalties and a special contribution of $1.5 bil¬ 
lion. At the end of the first quarter of this 2001-2002 fiscal 
year, ending June 30, 2001, the Heritage Fund was valued at 
just over $12 billion. That represents investment of $4,100 
for each and every Albertan. 

The Fund has been used in the past to support a multitude 
of projects throughout our province like parks, libraries, 
scholarships, hospitals and other health facilities. In 1995, 
Albertans told the province to change the focus of the fund 
away from investing in projects and toward income genera¬ 
tion. 

In 1997, the fund was divided into two portfolios; the En¬ 
dowment Portfolio - with the objective to maximize long-term 
financial returns, and the Transition Portfolio - with the ob¬ 
jective to earn income to support the government’s fiscal plan. 
Over time, assets in the Transition Portfolio are being trans¬ 
ferred to the Endowment Portfolio, a transfer we expect to be 
complete before 2003. 

In the first quarter, results for the Fund reflect the diffi¬ 
cult economic and capital market environment all investors 
are suffering. 

Despite this, the Endowment Portfolio still exceeded its 
benchmark by 0.3 percent and the Fund earned a net income 
of $158 million. 

The first quarter income of $158 million was transferred to 
the provincial General Revenue Fund to support government 
spending in key priority areas and tax cuts. Not only do we 
continue to have a very valuable asset that is unique to our 
country, we also benefit on a day-to-day basis from the way it 
is managed. 

We are indeed in an enviable position, with a multi-billion 
asset and a debt-free province not too far ahead. 

As I said before, in 1995, Albertans told us to focus on 
long-term savings for the future and the fund was restruc¬ 
tured as a result. 


It is another one of the positive issues 
Albertans have to consider as we look 
toward a debt-free future. 


But what about today? 

In this new millennium, do we have different ideas about 
what we should do with our unique and valuable investment? 
Should we continue to save? 

What should we save for? Should we spend more of the 
Fund? 

What would we spend it on? 

These are the questions we should be thinking about when 
it comes time to participate in the Future Summit Premier 
Klein talked about earlier this year. 

It is another one of the positive issues Albertans have to 
consider as we look toward a debt-free future. 

I hope you will take the time to contemplate what role the 
Heritage Fund should play in alberta and what Alberta should 
look like in the future and participate when the Future Sum¬ 
mit gets started. We can expect to hear about this soon.

Alberta Environmental 


With a spring 2002 launch 
in mind, an industry led ini¬ 
tiative is making progress to¬ 
wards developing an Environ¬ 
mental Farm Plan (EFP) for 
Alberta "A broadly based steer¬ 
ing committee of 13 representa¬ 
tives from different commodity 
sectors and other interest 
groups such as Ducks Unlim¬ 
ited, Alberta Environment and 
the Environmental Law Cen¬ 
tre, are helping set the frame¬ 
work around delivery and 
funding issues," explains John 
Kolk, Committee Chair and 
AESA (Alberta Environmen¬ 
tally Sustainable Agriculture) 
Council. 

Discussions so far with the 
leadership in a number of dif¬ 
ferent commodity groups, and 
people who service the farm 
sector are very positive. "There 
is a high level of awareness 
about the need for a farm level 
EFP assessment process, and 
almost everyone has encour¬ 
aged us to put time and effort 
into developing an Alberta 
EFR" says Kolk. "There is rec¬ 
ognition that having a good 
sense of the risks that each 
farm operation faces is likely 
going to be an entryway into 
the marketplace, maybe not 
next year, but certainly within 
five years." 

Over the past few months, 
several commodity organiza¬ 
tions, interest groups, and in¬ 
dividuals have shared their 
ideas about an Alberta EFP In 
March, the Ontario Soil and 
Crop Improvement Associa¬ 


tion visited Alberta and shared 
their experience with over 150 
industry and government rep¬ 
resentatives. The EFP work¬ 
ing group has made presenta¬ 
tions to 26 different organiza¬ 
tions over the spring and sum¬ 
mer. An additional 86 question¬ 
naires have been completed 
and returned. 

Based on questions raised 
through consultations, the 
Environmental Law Centre is 
also preparing a report on po¬ 
tential exposure to liability 
through participating in the 
EFP process. 

One of the priorities of the 
EFP Committee is to expand 
t heir part nerships. "We’re off to 
a pretty good start, but we're 
going to need support and time 
commitments from municipali¬ 
ties, Agriculture Service 
Boards, commodity groups 
and other environmental and 
farm groups that want to see 
Alberta farmers lead in the 
EFP area," explains Kolk. 

Currently, the key focus is

Farm Plan initiative moves forward 


on developing the EFP work¬ 
book. "We have over 40 people 
involved in rewriting the On¬ 
tario Manual to address Al¬ 
berta issues and legislation," 
says Kolk. "From our consul¬ 
tations, we realized we needed 
to include an additional mod¬ 
ule on pasture and forages in 
the manual, as this is a key 
component of the Alberta in¬ 
dustry." 

Trying to build some con¬ 
sistency across Canada is one 
of the reasons Alberta is us¬ 
ing the Ontario manual as a 
model. Alberta will be involved 
in discussions over the next 
year between the federal gov¬ 
ernment and the provinces and 
territories to see what EFPs 
are going to look like across 
the country.

Alberta Farm Water Program fine-tuned for drought 


Recent changes to the Alberta Farm 
Water Program (AFWP) make it more 
responsive to the needs of Alberta farm¬ 
ers who continue to deal with drought 
conditions. 

The $20 million program, announced 
in June by Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, is intended to 
develop a long-term approach to drought 
management for farmers. 

"The changes do not alter the basic 
objective of the program, but in some 
cases, they do increase the maximum 
available payment for some farmers and 
make some previously ineligible ex- 


The harvest advanced considerably 
this past week. An average of one tenth 
of an inch of rain didn't deter the com¬ 
bines. It wasn't enough to encourage fall 
work either. Overall, the provincial soil 
surface moisture continues to be rated 
as poor. Harvest across the province ad¬ 
vanced to 61 percent done, up from 52 
percent the previous week and 46 per¬ 
cent a year ago. 

The harvest is just about complete 
in the southern part of the province. 
Agricore staff throughout the south say 
cereals are pretty well all in the bin with 
just some oats, canola and flax left to 
come. Staff at Stirling report cereal 
yields between 10 and 25 bushels per 
acre. Near Agricore's Cassils elevator, 
the only thing left is alfalfa seed and 
grass. At Dunmore, farmers have 
cleaned up their cereals and specialty 
crops are 90 percent done. So far in that 
area, there's very little fall seeding as 
farmers wait for much needed rain. 


penses, eligible under the program," 
says Lloyd Andruchow, the head of Al¬ 
berta Agriculture, Food and Rural De¬ 
velopment's program policy branch. "As 
originally announced, the program will 
cover one-third of eligible development 
costs for those projects that qualify, and 
for the majority of applicants, the maxi¬ 
mum payment will be $5,000." 

Andruchow says that there are four 
major areas of change to the program. 
They include changes to multi-house- 
hold projects, large farms/intensive live¬ 
stock operations, water co-op pipeline 
membership fees and non-domestic, 


Good harvest weather in central Al¬ 
berta this past week allowed most farm¬ 
ers to all but finish up at least the cere¬ 
als. Agricore staff at Stettler say the 
harvest there is about 95 percent over. 
There's still some late seeded wheat, 
barley and canola left. Farmers are wait¬ 
ing for the canola to ripen. If the weather 
holds, all three crops should be cleaned 
up by the end of the week. At provost, 
staff report the harvest is complete. In 
the nearby Chauvin/Edgerton area, 
there's about 20 percent of the crop still 
to take off. Near Agricore's Legacy 
Junction elevator, many farmers are 
struggling to time their canola harvest 
to minimize green seed. That’s a chal¬ 
lenge because much of the canola in the 
area germinated unevenly. Some farm¬ 
ers are finding frost has downgraded 
their cereals. 

That's the case near Vermilion as well 
where some wheat is also showing 
midge damage. 


emergency water hauling. 

If a project involves the development 
of a new water system for domestic use 
in a multihousehold farmyard, addi¬ 
tional funding is now available. An ex¬ 
tra $1,000 per additional house, to a 
maximum of five households per farm 
unit, is available on one-third share of 
eligible costs. 

"For example, a farmyard with two 
houses connected to a new water sup¬ 
ply project costing $18,000 is now eligi¬ 
ble for $6,000; the original $5,000, plus 
an extra $1,000 for the second house," 
explains Andruchow. 

To qualify for this additional fund¬ 
ing, you must complete the AFWP Sup¬ 
plementary Application - Multi-house- 
holds form. 

The second change to the program 
affects producers who own large farms 
and intensive livestock operations. 
Originally, they were eligible for up to 
$5,000 based on one-third of the water 
development cost. 

This still applies to producers with 
999 or less animal units. However, with 
the recent changes, producers with 
1,000 to 1,999 animal units are now eli¬ 
gible for up to $10,000 and operations 
with 2,000 to 2,999 animal units are 
now eligible for up to $15,000. 

There is no maximum payment un¬ 
der this portion of the program. Appli¬ 
cants need to fill out the AFWP Supple¬ 
mental Application - Large Operations 
form to qualify. 

The third change to the program re¬ 
lates to water co-op pipeline member¬ 


ship fees. 

"The AFWP always shared the con¬ 
struction cost for an individual farmer 
to bring a line from the main trunk to a 
yard site, but now applicants are also 
eligible to claim the membership and 
connection fees as well,” says 
Andruchow. 

Applicants to this portion of the pro¬ 
gram are required to fill out the AFWP 
Supplementary Application - Water Co¬ 
ops form. 

The fourth change to the program 
deals with non-domestic, emergency 
water hauling. If farmers have ex¬ 
hausted all the possibilities for water 
development and are forced to haul wa¬ 
ter for agricultural purposes, they can 
now submit their receipts to the AFWP 
An example would be where there was 
no surface water to pump from and no 
ground water to drill into. 

"To claim for water hauling expenses 
under the program, the AFWP Supple¬ 
mentary Application - Emergency - Wa¬ 
ter Hauling form must be completed by 
the applicant and it must be reviewed 
and signed by Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development's water special¬ 
ist in the area," explains Andruchow. 
"Once the water specialist has signed the 
form, the applicant must sign the form 
in front of a Commissioner of Oaths." 

The deadlines for the program remain 
unchanged. It runs from January 1, 2001 
to March 31, 2002. Applicants have until 
May 31, 2002 to submit their applica¬ 
tions. Receipts must accompany each 
application.

The level of franchise tee is a matter that is specifically negotiated between a municipality and the utility at the time a 
distribution agreement is entered into, renewed or amended This Agreement requires UNCA. for the first time, to pay the 
Town a franchise fee for use ot municipal rights ot way Previously UNCA was only required to pay the Town a linear tax 
paymem assessed against UNCAs property located within the Town All linear taxes are currently recovered through 
UNCAs general rates Franchise fees are recovered as a separate utility charge on customer billings within the Town of 
Didsbury 

The proposed franchise fee would initially be set at 0 per cent of UNCAs gross revenues However, the Agreement allows 
the Town to increase the level ot the franchise tee at its own discretion on an annual basis, without any further review by 
the EUB The Agreement does not allow the Town to impose a franchise fee above 5 per cent Therefore, if the Town 
implemented the maximum Iranchise fee at current rates tor distribution, the tee would add about SI 53 to the monthly 
billing ot an average residential customer in the Town An average residential customer uses about 625 kWh per month 
UNCA has applied to the EUB for approval to revise its rates so that the franchise tee included in the Agreement can be 
recovered from retailers providing service to customers within the Town of Didsbury UNCA bills retailers for its delivery
